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CHAPTER VIII. 

''RiinnlDE Time.” 

To follow In detail all the various scenes and situations of the 
still-hunt, and the different mauoeuvers which the vai jlnif nature 
of Kround, wind, sound, etc., may render necessary on the part 
of the hunter, would, even If possible, be extremely tedious to 
the reader from the amount of repetition necessarily Involved hy 
the general similarity of the leadme principles. Enough haa been 
given already to show the main difficulties you will meet, and the 
grouiidwort of success has been laid out. What more is necessary 
lo fill In the chinks will be given further on. As much yet re¬ 
mains to be considered we wlil save time by passing at once to 
the “running time," as It Is called by hunters. 

The expressions “rutting time”and “ running time" are gener¬ 
ally used synonymously; though, In fact, the "rnnnlng” Is only 
the climax of the rutting time. ’’ 

The rutting time begins at different times In different sections, 
depending mainly upon climate or elevation of ground, and It la 
difficult to say even in any one place just when It begins and 
when It ends. But at periods varying from September 20 to 
December 1, the does will be In season. In the North and West 
this is generally about the time of the first heavy black frosU or 
freezing oigbU. 

But for several weeks before the docs are ready, the bucks be- 
gin to get uneasy; their necks swell to an unusual thickness; 
they travel later In the day and start out earlier In the afternoon 
and roam more widely than before. You noticed on your last 
few hunts places where the ground had been pawed up conslder- 
ably by deer, and the brush In places was twisted, bent and 
broken. This shows the beginning of running time; and this 
horning of the brush Is very different from the old marks of 
bsyed bark you saw on some email sapling brush, which had 
been done ate In Summer by rubbing the velvet off their home. 

For a while most of the does keep away from the buck—though 
they are sometimes seen lo company quite early In the rut—and 
be travels around In search of them. This be does of course bv 
scent, generally on a walk with head well down, and at first only 
very early In the morning and just at evening; but for about ten 
or twelve daye at the height of the season be often follows them 
on a trot or run, and aometimee spends the most of the day In tbia

Wild Bose goes In nice style, and I 
thought her chauce for the Derby a good one. 

For first ties wo began with Rose o! Valley and Silk, Rose 
Bushes, and then finds two braces, and behaved very steadily. 
Silk flushes and refuses to drop, and E. Artnstrong, her breaker, 
said he would slop the trial, as be was fairly beaten. This heat 
Increased, In the estimation of many, her chances of the Derby. 
She showed good breaking, and Is a merry worker. 

Gentle and Fred. Gentle finds a brace, Fred coming up to 
back finds same birds. In the neit field, Gentle Just drops on 
point as a brace of wild birds rose. The next field was drawn 
blank, but Fred was getting "baked,” and Gentle was by far 
away hunting most ground. We now retire to luncheon, and a 
break of over an hour takes place In the midst of the trial of 
this brace. This Is, I consider, and have always done so, » very 
doubtful policy. It Is not fair to the dogs, when they have set¬ 
tled down to their work, especially puppies, to begin to run them 
again, unless a proper time Is allowed them, after commencing 
the second lime. During the rest, a heavy storm broke over the 
ground. In a small field, both on same scent, Fred tried to 
make out game, but failed to do so, and In his next cast flushed. 
Gentle soon does the same thing, but drops Instantly to wing, 
and she then floahcB another brace, and le not at all eteady U> 
them, and Fred wins. ^ ^ 

Dashing Ditto and Wild Rose. Ditto finds a brace, and then 
soon after anothar. Both these Rose, by having hunted the field 
ahead of Ditto, ought to have found. Rose crossed one point of 
Ditto's, and went In and Bushed the bird, and the flag goes up 
for Mr. Llewellln's puppy. 

This was a verv short trial, not half a field was hunted by this 
brace. I consider It far from satisfactory, especially considering 
that Rose had shown such good form In her previous trial. This 
Is another Instance where one quality Is given or allowed to have 
a greater Influence than It should have. 1 say give a fair trial to 
all, excepting, of course.when one dog In the puppy braces either 
chases twice. Is gunshy, takes the other's point deliberately, 
or flushes and chases feather. 

Rose of the Valley and Fr6d. Fred points, but his breaker 
wae understood by myself and other* and one, at least, of the 
judges, to claim to have put the dog down; however, the bitch 
backed only when close to him. Rote next finds a brace In pret¬ 
ty style. Fred then get* on birds and directly after Just saves a 
llusb, by dropping on point as birds rose close to his nose. He 
was going down wind. Rose soon got on another steady point 
and remained steady to wing and miss, but before being taken 
up she found another brace. Considering the dog had found 
well two brace, and Just winded another before they rose, he had 
thus far done all right. Rose must have been regarded by the 
judges as having superior pace and style, and she, too, not hav¬ 
ing done anything wrong In this heaUmade it a creditable one In a 
Puppy Stake. I should have conttnued this trial to have seen a bal¬ 
ance of actual work In favor of one ot the dogs before giving a decis¬ 
ion. As It was,It was the cause of some unpleasantneas.and Thomas, 
the worker and owner of Rose, said he did not know that he had 
won until the flag went up, and he had seen all that was done. 
However, there Is not the slightest doubt as to which la the best 
setter, and probably the Judges thought It was no use taking up 
lime about It, so long as It was so apparent; but either work 
done, or, estimates of capabilities to do work as evidenced by 
the heat, must be acted upon. In these trials It was thought work 
done was the best applied, as otherwise no difference of opinion 
could exist on the relative mertta of this brace. Dashing Ditto 
now gets a bye and then goes down with Rise of the Valley for 
the final tie In the setter portion of the Derby Stake. 

Both point false. Ditto then points a brace a great distance 
off; some supposed these were the birds that had mn from her 
previous point. She roaded out this brace In grand style. Rose 
only backed to hand. Ditto again finds, and this on ground pre¬ 
viously hunted over by Rose. This point was not backed. In¬ 
deed Rose refused to do so, and Ditto wins. The nose exhibited 
by Ditto here was thought to be very grand. I did so myself, 
but the next trial made' me doubt whether more credit was not 
given than wae due. 

Dashing Ditto (setter) and Fatima (pointer) go down to see 
which could ‘‘land” the Derby Stake. Fallmv flushes, then both 
false point many times. The pointer now gets on birds and ultl 
mately makes them out; they were running before her. Both 
point same birds. Fatima then points false and Is well backed 
Ditto kept pointing and roading all over the field In a most pecu¬ 
liar way, never giving any idea as to the spot where she supposed 
she found the scent strongest. Fatima now gets on a bird and 
ultimately makes them out. Both find a brace. Fatima then 
polnta false, and Is well backed. Ditto finds a brace and Is this 
lime confident of her game and wins. 

A heavy thunderstorm, accompanied with hall, disturbed this 
trial, and probably had a marked effect on the work of this brace. 

I nless there were circumstances beyond that which could be 
accounted for by the spectators this must he regarded as a very 
poor piece of work for the final beat of the Derby stake of 1381. 

By Dashing Ditto winning. It makes Mr. Llewellln the winner 
of the Derby Stake twice out of seven times. Considering that 
he bad all the kennels of the United Kingdom to compete 
against. It must be regarded, even admitting all chances, a most 
meritorious performance. I should say he little expected to win 
with Dashing Ditto. I will In my notes of the winners, review 
her performance In this stake.

It waa late In the afternoon of the aecond day when the stake 
waa commenced. Sera 111 and Don were first on the card, and 
they did badly. Don Ruahed twice and chaaed a alugle bird, 
whllet Sara made a fluah, but the Judges put au end to this trial, 
chasing In an All-Aged Stake won't do. 

Laurel and Sal (polotera). Sal points hot scent, Laurel only 
backs to order, aud she then gels ou birds, but they would not 
lie to her. Sal at same time waa pointing a brace. Laurel fluds 
but did not make them out at all well, but In the next cast she 
pegs a brace fairly, and Is well backed, and wins. She had not 
done at all well. I should have had a further trial of the brace, 
as I do not think Sal should have been so easily put out of the 
stake by a bitch that wpuld not back at all. 

Countess Rose—Baron. Rose began by flushing, and seemed 
Inclined to chase fur; a word from Mr. Bucket brought her to 
her senses, and to the next she wae quite ateidy. She then 
polnta false twice over, and Is backed each time; after this she 
makes a good point, and the Baron waa equal to bis duties. 
Rose adds another good point to her credit, and drops well to 
wing, and wins. 

She began rather giddy. This heat Hnlshed the second day's 
work, and we ought to have left off before, as the birds were 
gettlug fidgety. 

Thursday momlug the meet was at Little Chesterford village, 
at 9 a. m Dashing Bondhu and Kathleen were the first brace 
down. They went down out of their turn In consequence of 
some mlsuDderstandlng as to a dog In the other brace having 
been drawn. 

Bondhu backed a false point, but only did so when ordered. 

He then points twice, but no game waa found to Justify hla do¬ 
ing so. The bitch did not back readily. The dog now finds a 
hare, but was not quite certain about her whereabouts. He then 
points, and after much careful working out the scent makes out 
bis game, aud finds another brace through a fence, and wine. 

He had exhibited but poor form In this heat, going alow, and 
acting without decision when winding game. 

Hla Grace and Tick. Tick poluta, but It was doubtful whether 
the birds that rose a long way behind, were what bad run down 
from hla point. She was backed in great style. Some very Indif¬ 
ferent work waa now done by both dogs. His Grace flushed 
twice, sod Tick ranged out of all bounds, and did not work the 
ground at all well. What she did was beyond a reasonable 
range, and therefore she could not be credited with It or this beat 
would have been finished before. However, after a long trial, 
the flag goes up for Tick. This was a very moderate perform¬ 
ance. Hla Grace was too fat, and it put him out of nose. He 
backs admirably, and quarters his ground fairly. He Is, I 
should say, a good sportaman's dog, but not quite up to field 
trial form. 

Day Star and Prince II arc slipped. There was no covert 
near, and they began on a bare, rough fallow. The owners of 
both dogs bandied them, and some Interest was attached to thla 
trial, as Baron Von Ainerongue, the owner of Prince II, bad 
came over from Germany to compete In thla stake, and his dog 
la really a good one, and fairly well broken. He has" some of 
the Duke's blood In him through Dan. This dog would, had he 
been in Eugllsb bands In bis early training, and Intended for 
field trlala, have made a dangerous dog In any stake. Prince 
began by dropping to a bare, and Is well backed, and the direc¬ 
tion of hunting requiring to be altered. It devolved upon Mr. 
Lowe to act aa Interpreter to the Baron, and most ably did he do 
BO. In the next field Prince finds a brace In good style, and re¬ 
mains steady. He again finds, and had he been bandied care¬ 
fully, would have scored the point. As It was, the birds were 
sprung by the spectators. Day Star flushes and drops, and 
Prince wins. 

There was not much In the trial. Day Star was rather In too 
good condition for rough fallows, and really there was no game 
for them to fled, or at least they would not lie. He la a nice 
Better, and no doubt is a really good dog, but I think he wanted 
a little more preparation, but I believe the Reverend East, his 
owner, bad not hod sufficient time at bis disposal to do all be 
could have wished In gettlug Day Star ready. 

Priam and Belle Faust. Priam going In rare style, gets on 
birds that rose wild. He was backed a great distance off. Priam 
drops to a hare, and Belle Faust chasing one out of the field put 
her out of the stake. This cha'e was most extraordinary, as the 
Instant after, without any checking of her, she was perfectly steady 
to fur. Howarer, the fatal deed was done. This shows the un¬ 
certainty of dogs, even when they are what Is called perfectly 
broken. 

We now having got through the card, began the first ties with 
Sam and Laurel. Sam flushes and does not drop. Laurel steady¬ 
ing to point, the birds rose wild. Sam now makes another flush, 
but this time drops to wlug. Laurel poluta, but It proved- false. 
Sam Just about to point, a brace rose in a hollow, and robbed 
him of his due. This was repeated In the next field, but I think 
these birds should have been found In the previous cast as It was 
up wind. Laurel now points wild birds; Sam directly after polnta 
a bare, and Laurel birds; but the birds rose up In a bare barley 
field aud commenced rnunlog before the bitcb saw them and left 
I her point, returned to It again, and flushed one and dropped to 
I wing. Sam, crossing, saw the birds, but ho was perfectly eteady. 
lu next field Laurel finds. Sam also winds same birds, neither 
made them out; In the next cast Laurel does, aud points them 
stesdlly. Sam, In working out his scent, was tempted by bis 
Jealousy to take the point from Laurel, and the award was In 
favor of Mr. Pilklngton's bitch. This brace did badly. 

We DOW go to luncheon, provided In a tent, and this is one 
feature In the Kennel Club mauagemeut that Is very commend 
able; of course the luncheon is a public one; but there must be 
some sort ot gusrautee by the Kenuel Club to tempt aoy one to 
undertake to supply It. 

After luncheon was over the trials were resumed; Countess R^se 
and Tick are first In order. The pointer ./lands, but no game rose 
to her point. She was well backed. Then In a small field 
both pass a brace that they should have poiuted, the birds being 
between them, were flushed from sight of dogs, and not run up 
Rose this time drops only very lazily to wing. R ise now backs 
a false point and In moving on lu her first few strides she flusbsa 
a brace and goes down promptly. Tbe pointer then finds but 
made rather a muddle lu making them out,but aa Ross bad made 
several false points and now another. Tick won thla beat 
Neither did well, but I sbould had I been lu charge of tbe de 
cislon required a further trial as tbe last point of Tick's was a 
doubtful affair. Rose appeared out of nose. She goes In grand 
form and Is very stylish when on game. 

Prince II and Dashing Bondbu. Bondhu backs a false point, 
then fluds a brace a great distance off, or else he had sight of 
Prince who had been put down, I am not certalo wbicb. However, 
be wea credited with a long-range point. Prince only backed to 
voice. Boudbu again finds aud this time there was no mistake 
about it, he bebav^ very well on these birds. 

Prince now finds a brace; they bad only Just dropped down In 
piece of wheat, this showed he bad a good nose. However, he 
was not managed well and as a consequence failed to make out 
bis game. They rose and dropped again. Boudbu comlog tu his 
range near the spot, points them and made them out very well 
Indeed. Prince did not see this point Bondhu lu this did the 
best of any dog during the meeting. He bad won before tbe last 


point, but as Prince was seen by the Judges to bo no match for 
Bondbu, I suppose they thought they could safely give tbe Bar- 
a good spin for bis money without Jeopardizing the chance ot 
Bondbu. 

Laurel and Priam. This brace were In poor form; tbe work 
throughout a very long trial, being very Indifferent. Ranging 
wild, false pointing, and refusing to back, was most of what waa 
done. Laurel bad done a trifle the best, and she was said to have 
woD tbe heat. I was terribly disappointed both with Priam and 
Laurel. Priam In hla first beat did so well tbst he must have 
surprised many of his friends In his subsequeut trial. 

Dashing Bondhu and Tick. Bondhu points a brace In rare 
style. Tick squares this by doing the same. There were two 
merltoriouB points. Both point; the birds bad run to fence; 
they rose wild; tbe setter then finds, but was not quick In making 
them out; be moves on, and In doing so, the birds rose well. He 
was well backed. Bondhn finds a brace that Tick failed to maks 
out, and directly attar points a brace a great distance off, and 
won. This waa a good and satisfactory trial. 

Dashing Bondbu and Laurel having mn to end of stake, now 
down In the final tie. A abower ot rain made scent 
atrong, and both false pointed very much. It was 


go 


said a hare had been running about the field, bnt I never 
saw anything In tbe working of dogs to lead me to suppose this 
correct. However, Laurel repoateffiy refusing to back, and at 
same time going past Bondbu, and owning with equal stauneb- 
nesB tbe false scent, excused Bondhn bis false points, and put 
herself ont, and without further trial tbe final beat waa decided. 

A more unsatlafactory concIUBlon of an AU Aged stake could not 
well be, but os Bondbu bad not before false pointed to anything 
like tbe extent be did In this field, I must lesume that the 
scent was so difficult that be was almost afraid to move, tearing 
be afaould flush. He waa mlgbty carefni of doing wrong, and It 
prevented bis doing right. 

Mr. Llewellln, with tbe aid of his two setters, Dssbing Ditto 
and Disblog Bondbu, both sited by Dasb II, tbns won the two 
stakes ontrigbt. This, conpled with bis Shrewsbury wins, added 
to hla last year's show bench succeeses, places him quite 
at tbe top of tbe tree In tbe setter world. He fass no clique to 
push him to the front, but tbe success of his kennel Is, I think, 
conaidersbly due to his chief adviser and trainer, .Mr. O. Teasdale 
Buckel. indeed, I much queetlon whether the puppy Ditto 
would bave won at all excepting for tbe experienced cuteness of tls 
trainer. The kennels of Mr. Lloyd Price have been very suc¬ 
cessful at these Spring (Hals, and, altbougb nothing very startling 
was brought to tbe poet, all were useful dogs. 

I shall bave occasion to say more of his dogs In tbe course of a 
week or so, and therefore will conclude my remarks by saying that 
there was no gushing conclusion of these trials, no vote ot thanks 
to tbe Judges, etc., but 1 bave no hesitation In saying that they 
dischaiged tbelr duties with a painstaking energy that was com- 
mendable. Tbey walked to tbe dogs all day tbrougb, and I be¬ 
lieve saw all that could be expect^ of any two gentlemen to 
see of tbe trials. I heard many say they were heartily glad that 
the experienced aud practical Judge, Mr. J. H. Whltehouae, bad 
again been Induced to undertake to act as one ot tbe Judges at 
tbese trials, and a hope was expressed that be would again do so, 
and for many years to come. If be does not know when be sees 
good dog, having for many years run bis own dogs and won 
DO end of prizes with them, I don't know who does. No one 
questions his right to set as Judge, and all are anxious that be 
should do so. As for Mr. Sbirley, be baa acted In that capacity 
so many times that remarks of mine would be out of place. Tbe 
Judges, I hope, do not Interpret not receiving a vote ot thanks as 
iDterrlng disregard of their services; but I presume no one 
cared to take the Initiative, and that Is how these things slip 
tbrougb. 

There Is a good deal that requires putting into shape yet before 
field trials In England will be what tbey sbould be for the pub¬ 
lic to understand and appreciate them, and ere long I will return 
to tbe subject. 

Tbese trials held at Chesterford this Spring must be considered 
a success, and I hope Mr. Brewls, or his brother, or both, will 
again do the field trial men tbe favor of allowing tbelr estates 
for this purpose. They have been great supporters of tbese 
trials to tbe past, and have done tbelr club good service In this 
particular.

Notes on tlie Feeding of Dogs. 

BV PROF. A. B. ADBRRT. 

In the economic feeding of an animal it Is not only of Import 
BDce to know tbe composition of the food, but also the nutritive 
value of tbe several constituents and tbe part tbey play in the 
building up and sustenance Of tbe Individual. 

Before entering upon tbe discussion of tbe subject let us 
take a rapid glance at tbe most Important cooetltuente of the 
animal body and the coirespoDding ones found In the vegetable 
kingdom; tbey may broadly be divided into organic and II- 
organlc. 

The organic conetltuents may be divided Into albuminoids, 
carbobydratee and fats.

Tbe albuminoids contain carbon, bydrogen, oxygen 
nitrogen, with small quantities of sulpbur and phosphorus, 
most common substances In tbls division are: 

Animal albumen, well represented by tbe white of an egg. In 
plants we find a substance having about the same composition 
and properties aa animal albumen; It can be obtained by extract¬ 
ing Ibe Juice from potatoes and beating, when vegetable albumen 
will be coagulated. 

Fibrin of the animal may be obtained by washing loan meat 
until It loses Its color. Fibrin also exists In tbe blood, from 
wbicb It may be extracted by washing clot nntll It becomes nearly 
colorless. Both these enbatances are tough and stringy, and 
nearly Idantlcal In properties. Vegetable fibrin Is obtains I 
when wheat flour Is chewed In the month for some time. Tbe 
starch disappears, and we bave left wheat gum, or gluten, or 
vegetable fibrin, which has properties very similar to tbst of ani¬ 
mal origin. 

Casein. This Is very abundant In the enrd ot milk. Pea* and 
beans contain vegetable casein from which cheese Is made lo 
China. 

Tbe change that vegetable albuminoids would have to undergo 
la the stomach to be converted into animal albamlnolds, Is not 
very great. 

CABBOBTDRATBB. 

These are very abundant In the vegetable kingdom, and con¬ 
sist of: Carbon,' bydrogen and oxygen. The hydrogen and 
oxygen being present In the proportion In which they are found 
In water. Sugar and starch are good examples of vegetable 
carbohydrates. There are bnt few In tbe animal, and tbat only 
In small qnantitlea 
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Fats are compoaada of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen, In which 
tbe carbon predomlnatea. They are well known subeUncea, and 
iDclnde tallow, lard and oils. They are found In animals and 
plants, and In both have about the same composition and 
properties. 

or the Inorganic or mineral constituents phosphate of lime Is 
tbe moat Important, as It forma In part tbe skeleton; It Is gener¬ 
ally present in food in sulllclent quantities; but for growing 
puppies it may be well to add a small quantity to It In the shape 
of precipitated phosphate of lime or llnely ground bone. About 
as much as can be scooped up on a nickel cent woald be amply 
sufflclent per day If tbe food Is of good quality. 

The necessity of water need hardly be alluded to. 

NUTRITIVE PUNCTIONS OP THE PROXIMSTB PHI.VCIHLE3 OP POOD. 

AhBUViNOiDS.—These constituents of food, whether they be 
of animal or vegetable origin, are very necessary. They ore 
utilized In tbe formation of the lean meat or muscles, being, In 
fact, the only source from which the animal can get the needful 
substances with which to form flesh. Besides this, they are 
partly transformed into fatty tissue In the animal economy. 

A certain amount of albuminoids must be present In food to 
make up the wear and tear of tbe body which Is constantly going I 
on, even when at rest. In fact, the amount of albuminoids 
which are destroyed or decomposed (excreted) does not vary 
appreciably whether the animal works or rests, but Is much more 
dependent upon that present In tbe food; the larger the quantity 
fed. the larger will be the quantity excreted. ’ 

From the foregoing It might be supposed that a diet of albu¬ 
minoids, such as lean meat, would be most advantageous but ex¬ 
periment has proved that a mixed diet Is far more econdmical as I 
well as more healthful. ' 

Fats.— Fats, whether of vegeUble or animal origin, are easily 
assimilated by dogs and deposited In various parU of tbe body 
giving It a rounded and plump appearance. Age seems to have 
some Influence on lU deposition, aged animals being more prone 
to olieslty than young ones; this Is partly due to the decreased 
activity. As a rule but little fat should be given to the canine 
race, excepting when hard at work, as lor Instance during the 
hunting season, when a little fat meat mixed with the food may 
not be amiss. ^ 

C.vHBOUYDKATEs.—Those, as before stated, are mostly of vege-1 
table origin, and only have an Indirect action In feeding Ttiey 
do not contribute to tbe formation of/at lu the dog, but prevent 
that already accumulated In the body from oxidation during vital 
processes; hence,wesometimes hear carbohydrates called respira¬ 
tory food. A Judicious mixture of carbohydrates and albuminoids I 
»itb a small quantity of fat, Is an excellent diet for dogs. 

KATIO.NS. I 

We now wish to apply to actual practice the facta which have ' 
been given above. The flrat ration which we wish to determine ’ 
Is the ration of sustenance, that Is, a dally ration which will keep ' 
dogs In good condition and health when they are not at work but \ 
still have a little dally exercise. ’ I J 

During some two years I have carefully fed my dogs on a M 
given amount of milk and crackers, and have found that one and ! 
oue-thlrd pInU of the former mixed with flvo and one-half ounces l 
of tbe latter^ waa an excellent ration of suatenaoce. The milk I I 
was skimmed after standing twelve hours and then fed. ^ 

M e must now get an Idea of the composition of such a ration I a 
knowing the quantity of albuminoids, carbohydrates and fat pres- 1 
cot, we can easily calculate the quantity of any substance we rosy ® 
wish to use In place of the food I have taken as a atandard. (The I I! 
composition of the substances most likely to be used as dog food o 
will be found In a table at the end of this article.) C

Rules for ({uvcniiiip Field Trials—A Reply to Mr. 

Wriitford.

Eoitok CincAOO Kiei.u:— Your Issue of May 14th contains a i 
letter written by Mr. C. B. Whltford, on field trial rules In « 
general, and on another page a copy of the report of the com¬ 
mittee on running rules of the Eastern Field Trial Club though 
not In the form as now ailopted by the club, I have read 
Whltford's lettfr with {Treat Interest, as It Is full of practical 
suggestions, and even If I did not know your correspondent < 
personally. It would he evident to me that the letter was wrltteo i 
bv a sportsman who has seen more than one field trial. There 1 
arc many things connected with them which will never suggest 
themselves, ev'en to the most practical sporlaman, except when 
assisting either ns judge or comi>ctltor at a succession of these 
trials. 

As your correspondent truly says: “ In theory a simple law 
can he laid down whereby the winners would he properly placed, 
nruvMeil the contingencies occurring In practice are not consid¬ 
ered ” Here Is the dlfllculty of formulating aset of rules for the 
minute government of field tilals. After carefully reading all 
that Whltford has to say, you will perhaps agree with me 
that It would he imnosslhle to formulate any rules, even If 
their number was' extended to a hundred, which 

would cover every point that might come up In prac¬ 
tice. It Is my opinion (backed by the experience of the 

English clubs of more than ten years, with a doxen trials every 
year) that the rules hauded to the judges for their guidance 
should contain as little as possible beyond the fundamental 
principles by which the trials are to he governed, and that the 
practical application of tliese is to be left to the judges. If 
the number of rules Is still considerable It Is caused by what I 
may call the police rules, which are embodied in the same code, 
but the execution of which are properly left with the olBccrsof 
the club, and concern more the actions of the men than of the 
dogs. The m.,st Important part of any rules for field trials are, 
therefore, IbofiC eiuhodyln^ the prlnclplcB laid down by the club 
under whose auspices the trials are run, aod the greatest care 
has to he taken by the club lu the selection of judges whose ex¬ 
perience at trials will permit them to Justly and promptly apply 

such principles. , . 

As soon as the amended and adopted uew rules of the 
Eastern Field Trial Club come to hand they will afford an op¬ 
portunity to discuss their roc:Its one by one, and lam sure 
that If we agree Ujion the uudcrlylng principles, there will be 
but little cause for disagicement. 

(The Eastern Field Trials Club’s amended rules were pub¬ 
lished lu our last issue, and since the receipt of this letter.—Eo.] 

Beforehand, you will agree with me that clubs or organiza¬ 
tions of some kind arc necessary to carry out the object. Per¬ 
haps you win also agree with me that. In view of the vastness of 
this country, embracing a continent, with landscapes of the most 
varied character, local, or at least sectional organizations are a 
necessity. The natural result of this will be that such sectional 
organizations will frame and Interpret their rules In conformity 
with the prevailing practice of the sport In their respective sec¬ 
tions; and, though opening the competition to the country at 
large, they will require dogs from other sections to be bunted In 
a manner as demanded by Ihe locality. I do not wish to indi¬ 
cate that there Is a material difference between the doge or the 
methods of one section or the other, as It is my opinion that a 
really good performer In one section could, with short practice, 
be easily brought to conform with the requirements of another 
section. Hut I dll roainlid'. thai a field Irlal Is a competition of 


a given dog at a given hour over a given ground. f«u .«ouUtlon Ini] 
previous to the trial then lu hand; no heat previous to the Uo.t 
then In hand, and no action, however meritorious, on ground 
different from the ground then run over, should Influence the q 
sward at a field trial. It Is In this connection that I wish to call 
your attention to the only radical difference between the views of 
vour correspondent and myself. Mr.Whltford says In regard to the b'tc 
application of the merit points for nose: "If a dog made a of 
brilliant point he would certainly display a powerful nose, and 
would be enllUod to credit for Ik even If he ran afterward over j 
bird after bird that a dog with an ordinary nose would have 
pointed;" while I maintain that at a field trial run under the ^ 
beat system, the behavior of a dog lu each Individual heat as ^ 
compared with his various opponents must he alone considered. 
otherwise a trial cannot be run satisfactorily except to the 
winning dog. Read the rejiorts of English Irlals and you will

he result may be, as Mr. Whltford quotes from Mr. Snel- 
lerg, "that the best dog may not win, but a poor 
can not win." In my opinion a strict adherence 
this view will be found absolutely necessary. You 
ht as well let all the horses In England have one race In the i 
y Spring and let the winner have a walk over for the rest of 
year. The only difference between a race horse accident-

Mthough I am far from advocating solely the niim- 
of points obtained In a given lime as the criterion 
merit, I think, nevertheless, that each eat, as long

>n In much shorter time than It took to deprive him of the s 
me. And If an Eastern dog were to be run at a Western or 
lulhern trial he would have to be previously unfettered before 
■ could run on a par with even naturally Inferior dogs over 
elr home ground. If this proposition is not adhered to we 
ay as well abandon all local trials and hunting grounds, and 
nd our dogs to the great West as the only place for the full 
splay of the powers of the modern setter or pointer. But this 
not thus to be. After the success of one or two local clubs 
sw In working order, we shall soon have as many others like 
lem as the country will support. This may not bring the bulk 
: the doge together at the first Instance, yet, after the locd or 
ictlonal champions arc ascertained these may still meet, after a ^ 
roper preparation, on neutral ground. 

Holding these, perhaps erroneous views, you will easily 
nderstand the greater dllBcuUy I see In framing rules 
)r a local trial thuti for a national trial. The object 
[ every local aa well aa national clu'i must he to - Im- 
rove the field quallttee of hunting dogs by offering an oppor- 
inlty for competitive public trials, and unless local and special 
reeds are to be tested for their merit on particular fields or for 
Dcclal qualities, all such present and future organlzitlous must 
e held to test the like dogs for like qualities. And yet the 
lelhodefor such tests may greatly differ. There are doga In 
sis country that know nothing hut English snipes, and are wide 
augers; others, often the litter brothers of the former, which, 
'Orked on woodcocks and ruffed grouse, are kept within short 
ange all their lives. Still, both may be equally meritorious If 
•e come to select either of them for a sire. A single field trial 
an never ascerUln these points to a certainty, and Its value 
aust be measured hy the breeder from Its conditions and clr- 
umstancee. The more clubs formed In different sections and 
he more trials run on different ground, the more will the 
ireedcr be aided In his judgment. At the same time we are, 
iB stated above, not trying a local, well adapted class of dogs by 
I special aUndard, but we are trying all classes by a generally ac- 
iDowledged standard, though by methods differing In different 
ocalltk'8. An K&»tern breeder could not be eatleded with a field 
,rlal which would encourage the breeding of sellers or pointers,

How near my fellow 
members charged with this task have come to perfection, we may 
discuss hereafter. . , . , . 

But even with good fundamental laws, with well worded rules, 
and well defined underlying principles for their application, our 
dlfUculties will only end, when through the growth of the Inter¬ 
est In, and by the Increased number of annual trials, experienced 
judges can go unchallenged, when competitors know how to take 
defeat, and when members of the respective organizations will 
submit their own Interest to the advancement of the cause. 

If you consider It of any use to your readers, I may at some 
future day enter upon the new running rules per «. and divided 
Into three sections, as follows; 

1. Rules regarding the management for club officers. 

2. Rules of merit for the doge, or Instructions to the Judges. 

8. Arithmetical rules for the order of the selection of the ul¬ 
timate wlnnere.

Judy was out of Watoh by the 
sire of Lord Henry Bentlnck’s celebrated breed of deerhounds. 

Smoker was presented aa a puppy to H. R. H. the Duke of 
Edinburg, aud found to be the best deerhound In Her Majesty’s 
kennel at Balmoral lu Scotland. 

Braw, a brother of Fly the Second, Is owned hy the Empress 
of Austria, having been purchased by her for a large sum of 

The test of excellence In deerhounds In Her Majesty’s kennels 
is quality and capacity rather than appearance or size; e. ff., one 
of the most highly prized dogs la the kennel hw no long hair 
about the face or head. The dogs are perlodlcall^y tested In the 
field snd the best performers, that Is, those showing the best 
speed, streuplb^ courage and temper, are selected for breeding. 

As between two doga, however, of equal speed, strength, courage 
and temper, the one will be eelected showing the most fancy 
polnu, all, of course, being of undoubted pedigree. The parents 
of Fly the Second, as you see, stand at the head In these res¬ 
pects, as well as In the fancy points, and she, kerse^f, was coii- 
sUlered Ihe finest young bitch In the;Rlchmond Park kennel, aud

she were never to feel a whip again. 

® She is broken either to pull a deer down hy the ear or, when 
J; commanded, to kill by the throat.

THE CHICAGO FIELD. 

THE MAINE FISH AND CANIE C0NINIIS810N. 

It Is with great regret that wo learn there has been a change I 
In the fish and game commissioners of the Slate of Maine, and 
also to be Informed that such change haa been made for purely i 
political reasons. There Is no class of people In this country 
who, as a body, take less Interest In machine polltlca than sports¬ 
men, and this Is the first recorded Instance, to our knowledge, 
when a change of fish commissioners has been made for political 
reasons. 

The former commissioners of Maine were the Hon, E. W. 
Stillwell, of Bangor, and the Hon. Everett Smith, of Portland, 
members of different pollUcal parties. The records of their office 
and the labor performed, amply evidence the fact that their work 
was well done. They have used every effort to Instruct the peo¬ 
ple In the beet methods of fish culture, and the protection of 
game, to advance the actual propagation of fish within the state, 
and to arouse a general public Interest In the results of fish 
breeding and culture. That their efforts have been successful 
Is shown by the fact that, while In former years the appropria¬ 
tions for these purposes have been limited, and obtained only 
after much opposition, the last legislature, yielding to the pop¬ 
ular demand, appropriated sums largely In excess over any previ¬ 
ous year, namely, 810,000 for the “protection and propagation 
of fish and game,” and 83.000 additional for salaries of the fish 
ftQd game wardens of the state. 

That the work performed by the commissioners was In no 
sense political. Is shown by the fact that this legislation was 
asked by men of all classes and of all polltical.fallha. Also, by 
the act of Governor IMalsted, who. In response to petitions from 
parties of various politics, re-appolnted Messrs. Stillwell and 
Smith to the offices they had so well filled. Those nomluatlons, 
however, were defeated by the action of tbe sUte executive 
council, who refused to confirm the appointments made by Gov- 
' ernor Flalstcd, solely, as we are informed, upon political grounds. 
At the close of the year ISSO, Governor Davis removed Com¬ 
missioner Smith, and appointed In his place Mr. U. O. Stanley, 
of DIxfleid. When Governor Plalsted assumed the executive 
office, he re-appolnted the old commissioners, hut the refusal of 
the executive council to confirm, as stated above, rendered tbe 
^ appointments void. 

1 We have nothing to say as to the fitness of the Incumbent, 
Mr. Stanley, for the position; we know nothing about bis qiiall- 
• flcatlona, but were they ever so great. We should oppose the 
f removal of any competent official from a nou-polltlcal poslllon 
1 of tbls kind, for political rossons, even should his successor be 
» equally as competent. Such a procedure Is one lhat Is fraught 
■ with danger to the future of our public Institutions, and subver- 
’> slve of the public welfare.

Dashing 
Ditto, winner of the Derby, and Dashing Bondhu, winner of tbs 
All-Aged SUkes for setters and pointers, are both sired by Mr. 
Llewellln’s Dash II, while It Is worthy of special mention that 
tbe dam of Dashing Bondhu Is Dashing Bear, the bitch Imported 
by Mr. Jos. H. Dew, and a few months since sold back to Mr. 
Llewellln by the Montvlew Kennel Club.

They are under hens at Morris Plains, and It Is to 
be hoped that the hatching will be successful, and enable Eng¬ 
lish pheasants to be turned loose In the wilds of New Jersey and 
Colorado; but the experiment may be a failure, as the eggs were 
not carefully turned over every day during the voyage.

How to «ft Well—Oo Hunting.

Editor CaicAOO Field; —A long Summers bard work In 
tonm, Houston City, Texas, found me worn out. I bad no faith 
In Texas doctors, and their drugs; not that they are not well up 
In their profession, but a good, long hunt after the timid deer, 
swift colon and fast-flying grouse. In my opinion was what I 
wanted. So, overbanllng my hunting cart, putting new top on, 
taking good care of my reliable old horse, Jim, loading half a 
bushel of shells, and cleaning my new bammerleaa from heel to 
choke, was my preparatory exercise. 1 got my hnnllng suits all 
stowed away; for grub on this trip I bad to rely on what farm¬ 
ers would feed mo st their usual price of twenty-live cents a 
meal (generally), cornmeal bread and bacon.

When Is Game Fittest to be EatonI 

Nabbtillb, Tenn. 

Editor Cbioaoo Field :-Oourraet* In every county heve 
dlBCUMDd this vexed question without reechipg » smtlsUctory so- 
lutloQ It Is geoerally conceded that tU kinds of flesh Improve 
bv being kept swhlle, end should under no clrcumsUnces be esten 
until the snlmsl best hss thoroughly dlssppesred. Qsme »PPesra 
to gsln in flsvor by being hung up just ss killed, end sllowed 
to remain several days before being prepared for the table. 

The trouble In answering the question asked In the caption of 
this paper, Is to determine the exact length of time It should 
bang A gentleman living In Point Coupee, Parish Louisiana, 
and an authority on gastronomic subjects, oeee told me the fol¬ 
lowing as his experience with birds: _ 

I have eaten snipes, woodcocks and ducks at ever, stage of 
their decomposition, from the Instant after talng killed until so 
./ulsonds as to be obnoxious to the smell. I have had some hung 
with their entrails and feathers, others with the feathers, but en¬ 
trails token out. I have bad them dressed leaving In some the 
entrails, taking them out lu others. 1 have cooked hem In th^ 
different conditions, rolled In paper, and baked In the a8he^ 
roasted on the spit, broiled and made Into patties, and carefully 
noted the flavor In each case; and the conclusion I Mme to was,that 
In the smaller birds the way to eat them In perfection was to roast 
them, with entrails In, on a spit. Inside of a tin kitchen, buto™ * 
bright fire of coals from bard wood, twenty-four to forty-eight 
hours after killing them. Cooks often envelop the birds In a 
slice of fat bacon before roasting; this I claim to be wrong, as 
toe birds, If In good condition, have sufficient fat upon them, 
and by constantly revolving them before such a flre as mentioned 
above; can he kept from scorching, especially If ba^ with the 
fat as It melts and drops Into a dish below toem. They 
be well done, that Is to say, cooked until the flesh Is a light coral 
color when cut open. I am not yet satlsfl^ If they are not bet¬ 
ter eaten cold than hot, at any rate prepared as I have described, 
with a glass of Chateaux Margani, a more delicious morsel can¬ 
not be had. Ducks will bear keeping longer, and even to tw ex¬ 
posed to frost does not Injure them; on the contrary It ^11 de¬ 
stroy oftentimes the fish, flavor so commonly noticed In them. 

Another noted bon vivant differs from 4*® 
all game la better for long hanging. Said he: All birds should 

be hung by the toll feathers, and when the, reach the point 
where they fall from their own weight, la the time to cook 
them; and then the cook should put them In bis pocket, run 
around a hot stove a few times, and that la cooking enough. 

In England game Is kept a long time, particularly hares; they 

are conslWed at perfection only after decomposition Is far ad¬ 
vanced, then made Into what Is styled jugged hare, and re- 
earded as a great delicacy. 

The French are slrongly opposed to tainted meat, and conae- 
quentl, eat their game fresh. The Germane resemble them In 
this particular, except In the case of the wild boar, bis flesh, 
being coarse and greasy, they keep It until It bwomes rather 
ripe. But then their mode of cooking consists of such highly 
spiced sauces that the game flavor Is destroyed. , 

My own experience has been that fresh game Is the best, and 
when frost Is kept from It the flavor Is more delicate, and toe 
more simply cooked the better, or the gam, qualities are lost. 

Venison requires hanging as long as beef or mutton to be good, 
and should be left with the hide upon It, else the meat becomes 
Insipid' It should be cooked under done, as It, like all game, can 
be eaten more rare than domestic animals. I have enjoyed a 
piece of the meat cooked upon the embers of a camp fire more 
than the most gorgeous dish Delmonlco could serve, though the 
only condiments to aid the appetite were a little salt and pepper.

Editor Cbicaoo Field:— Snipe shooting this season has 
about closed. The largest bag that I have heard of was thirty- 
two lu one day’s shoot, made by Mr. C. B Grafton, of this city, 
about a week ago, at Jones’ Station, on toe line of the C. H. and 
D R. R. Good fair bags have also been made by Mr. Ferd 
Schmidt, Sr., of the Zoological Garden, who Is an excellent snipe 
shot ftud tnay be ranktsd with Mr. Heory Koch and Mr. Win. 
Schl’ff, who arb without doubt as line snipe shooters as ever 
leveled a gun at this lively game. 

Snipes began arriving hero about April 12, and on the 15tb or 
Ifltb 1 can’t exactly give the date, on a very cold day, two 
friends In a day’s shoot at Jones’ Station, shot together twenty- 
three, besides thirteen golden legged plover. April 15th Is recog¬ 
nized here as the opening day for snipe shooting, and they were 
In fair numbers then, as can be proven by different sporUmen 
who shot them on and before that date. I bad some very fair 
shooting this season on the old Buckeye race track at both snlpea 
and plo%rs. I had the Held all to myself, as I met but three 
hunters In five days’ shooting on this ground. Saturday, April 
30, while snipe shooting at the above place, my setter bitch, 
while splashing through an old stagnant pond up to her breast 
In water and mud, came all of a sudden, while passing a 
knoll, to a fine and beautiful turn point. Steadying her, I 
walked up slowly with gun In readiness for a shot; a few steps 
farther on a snipe got up,whlch I dropped Bnely with my left. On 
turning to order my bitch to retrieve the dead bird. Imagine my 
astonishment at seeing a muskrat fastened with Its toeto to my 
hitch’s throat, while she was rolling over and over In the pond 
endeavoring her best to make the rat loosen Its deadly grip, which 
after awhile she succeeded In doing. I then tried to call her off, 
but before I could get my gun to my shoulder to end the fight, of 
which the rat, up to then, had the advantage, the bitch again 
flew at It; this time getting the rat hy the throat. This grip I 
thought would finish It, but had reason In a few momenta to 
change my opinion upon seeing the rat, with a mighty effort, 
take the bitch by the ear and hold on. The bitch now was bleed¬ 
ing like a stuck pig, which alarmed me, and I walked up, took 
the foreplece off my gun and struck the rat over the head with 
It until It was stunned, and then let the bitch finish the little 
life left. After washing her wounds In a spring close by, I 
bunted her again, but shortly, as she still bled profusely, I called 
her In and bound up her throat and ear with my handkerchief. 
This not stopping the bleeding, I took her up to the Roes Lake 
Bouse, close by, and got some carbolic acid, diluted It In water, 
and washed the wounds, and alter eating my dinner, took the 
train home. The bitch, I am glad to say. Is now all right.

The Ruffed Grouse as a Game Bird. —Perham, Minn.— 
Xditor Chicago Field ;—I agree with Mr. Arnold Burges, that tor 
sport and sbarpabootlng give me the ruffed grouse. I find that 
In different localities they act differently. Here, I care not 
whether you flush them with or without a dog, they merely hop 
up Into a tree; never sailing away with the llghtnlng-llke rapid¬ 
ity that the same bird In Indiana and Illinois does. I have been 
compelled to carry with me stones for the purpose of driving 
them out, for such tame actions destroy the excitement attend- 
' Ing the splendid sport this bird usually gives. Again, after hav- 
; Ing marked several breeds In some small copse, I have Invited 
several friends to join me In their pursuit when Fall came; when 
' I have not only failed to find a bird, but have had to put up with 
the Jokes of the parties at my expense, they Intimating that I bad 
confounded the appearance of some red squirrels, or stink birds, 

’ of which there are great numbers here, with the ruffed grouse, 
and that I was unable to distinguish the difference. I am led to 
’ believe the ruffed grouse migrate South, for even when deer ] 
* hunting, we only occasionally kick up an old bird out of the 
‘ snow, and those we then find have Invariably burled themselves 
‘ for days, without food, as Indicated by their droppings. The 
® lharp tails are leaving ns as the country settles, but prairie 
® cblckens are becoming more plenty as the wheat fields Increase.

0., of Columbia, Pa., who. In your Issue of April S3, Inquires re¬ 
garding the game of Northern Minnesota, along the line of the 
Northern Pacific R. R., I send the following statement, not writ¬ 
ten by myself, but by one who Is thoroughly acquainted with tbe 
country: 

For nearly two hundred miles westward from Duluth, tbe rail¬ 
road passes through a timbered country and myriads of charming 
lakes, winding streams and romantic spots are found among the 
vast groves of oak, elm, pine, etc. This portion of ^the country 
Is particularly attractive for camping parties, and such can pro¬ 
cure outfits at the stations on the railroad. Sommer camps, 
consisting of tents or rustic huts built of bark and boughs, are 
located In all directions. Towns are near enough to serve as 
bases of needed supplies, but nature proves so winsome that few 
care to submit to the restraints of Indoor living. 

Labe Mllle Lacs, the largest and finest inland body of water in 
Minnesota, Is situated about sixteen miles south of Atkin, a 
station elgbty-elgbt miles west of Duluth. Tbe lake Is twenty- 
eight miles across from northeast to southwest, and Is sixteen 
miles wide at Its narrowest part. Its shores abound In handsome 
camping spots among groves of maple, oak, elm and butternut, 
and Its beach Is lor tbe great part covered with gravel, affording 
fine opportunities for bathing. Its waters are filled wllb tbe 
choicest of fish, while grouse, deer and other game find refuge 
In tbe woods around. 

Bratnerd, 115 miles from Duluth, la the center of a favorite 
bunting district, and multitudes of campers and sportsmen make 
it their starting and outfitting point every season. The pretty 
city Is delightfully located In tbe midst of a pine forest, has ex¬ 
cellent society, and fine hotel accommodaUnns for those who 
prefer to live in town and make occasional excursions. The 
timber belts around abound In deer, bears, lynx and other game; 
the low brush lands contain ruffed grouse, and woodcock affect 
tbe willow marshes, while rabbits are plenty, and afford good 
sport. 

The many lakes are well stocked with pickerel, pike, perch, 
muscalonge, bass and whltefisb. Less than two miles northeast 
of Bralnerd Is Rice lake, a great thoroughfare for ducks In Spring 
and Fall. Oull (a very large lake). Long, Round, Serpent, Rab¬ 
bit, and many other pretty lakes, are all near by, and are acces¬ 
sible by good roads. These attractive sheets of water, sur¬ 
rounded by every variety of scenery, all lie In the midst of tim¬ 
ber; some have bold, bluffy banks, others rocky shores, and still 
othera.geotly sloping margins with sandy beaches. 

Proceeding further west tbe traveler reaches a most magnifi¬ 
cent country at Detroit, 306 miles west of Duluth, In tbe famous 
“ Park Region." There are countless small lakes In this vicinity, 
and the country Is a beautiful combination of open prairie and 
timbered lands, presenting a constant succession of the loveliest 
pastoral landscapes. The town of Detroit Is prettily situated on 
one of the most charming lakes in tbe Northwest, and here the 
traveler will have the advantage of good hotels and cnltured so¬ 
ciety. An enjoyable canoe voyage could be taken from Detroit 
through a chain of lakes to Fergus Falls on tbe Red River of the 
North. 

On the great prairies of Dakota every variety of game abounds. 
An old hunter being asked to enumerate tbe game, mentioned 
buffaloes, elk, deer, antelopes, jack rabbits; Canada gray geese, 
white and gray brants; mallards, canvas-backs, teals and other 
varieties of ducks; snipes, swans, cranes, plovers, grouse and 
prairie chickens. Buffaloes are found about 100 miles north of 
the railroad, but elks and other game are much nearer. Many 
sportsmen annually scour these prairies and become enthusiastic 
over their sport. 

I will add that the line of the Bt. Paul, Minneapolis and Mani¬ 
toba railroad affords equally good sport. In like variety, and 
much more accessible. ‘At the town of Hallock, In Kittson 
county, Minn., seventeen miles south of the Canadian boundary, 
a sportsmen’s headquarters has been established, with unsur¬ 
passed hotel comforts for gentlemen and ladles with their fami¬ 
lies, and a full equipment of wagons, guides, tents, saddles, 
ponies, etc. Charlbb Haixock.

It seems superfluous to say In this con¬ 
nection, tbat the hind-quarters of a frog, properly cooked, are 
just tbe choicest morsels In tbe whole realm of “game.” But to 
him who has followed the windings of a stream In the fastnesses 
of a mountainous wilderness, viewed before him at each little ex¬ 
panse of water a host of heads of these amphibians, and wrought 
with hook, line and pole until the last hlndquarter Is In tbe at¬ 
tendant’s basket, dressed—to him, I say, the juicy tld-blts, fried 
In hot butter or broiled on the spit, are delicious morsels which 
surpass the dreams of the prince of caterers. 

I have spoken of frog catching as an exact science. I mean, 
tbat it Is as unsportsmanlike to book a frog with bait as It Is to 
tempt a salmon with anything but a fly. To say the least, the 
use of a baited hook In real game fishing la an unworthy occupa¬ 
tion. In tbe words of Mr. Burrows,* " Deceive them [the flab] 
as much as yon can, but do not conceal a book beneath that 
which they must take or starve [worms or other light baltj, and 
then haul them ashore as you would a quarter of beef. Give 
them a chance for their lives.” 

The region most prolific with frogs I have ever visited, I found 
In Bt. Lawrence county, New York, In the vicinity of Hermon. 
Any one who will take the trouble to consult Colvin's “ Topo¬ 
graphical Survey of the Adirondack Region,” will observe that 
the county In question Is quite mountainous, and contains Innu¬ 
merable streams and water tracts. As one leaves tbe level of 
Lake Ontario, at Oswego, and travels northeasterly over the 
Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg railway, the land gradually as¬ 
cends. At Hermon, one has but to travel due east to rise rapidly 
In elevation until a point over 1,000 feet above Lake Ontario Is 
attained to, and thence 2,000 and still upward. In the region of 
the first elevation named. Is one of the frog areas of America., I 
doubt If the world can produce a natural region with so many of 
these amphibians to the square mile. The days are those of 
glory to the frog hunter, but tbe nights are made hideous with 
croaking beyond description. 

I arrived at Hermon during September, 1880, and was driven 
to the residence of an agricultural relative a few miles back 
among tbe hills—rocks. Have you ever viewed Bt. Lawrence 
county and Adirondack rockn, dear reader! If you have not, do 
so at the first opportunity. They are totally unlike In appearance 
all the rocks In Christendom. Indeed, Prof. Cope, editor of the 
American Naturaliet^ once said to me, as we were wandering 
through a proximate locality, tbat one of the first things the 
Creator ever did on earth, was to construct some of those forma¬ 
tions. Certain lb Is, that evolution baa not meddled with them 
since their creation. They have no symmetry of form or shape. 
They project out suddenly where yon expect repose—or at least 
desire It. They tower up hundreds of feet, where a boulder 
would have served the purpose. They have so little mission in 
the economy of nature tbat mao has been driven forth from much 
of their domain, vanquished. They gush forth torrents of water 
at certain seasons, fiooding and destroying property on the plains 
beneath, but withhold their supply In the beat and need of Sum¬ 
mer. They are prolific with lime and timber, of which the world 
gets but little except at a loss. They hide some precious metals, 
which man takes only at his peril, for living among them is a 
hazardous venture that overbalances the benefits to be derived. 
The soil of the uplands Is hostile to all cultivation; yet, strangely 
enough, as an alluvial deposit on tbe low lands, produces the finest 
crops and affords the best grazing for stock. 

Buch a land of Inconsistency the sun never shone upon; yet 
here the frog flourishes like a green bay tree, and Its deep base 
voice finds a startling echo on the ponderous walls that rise in 
tbe dismal darkuessof the night. In these fastnesses winds become 
hurricanes. Little lakes, with scarce three square miles of surface, 
dotted with Islands, are sometimes so wrought by the fury of the 
winds that no oared boat can live to breast tbe limited distances. 
From the higher peaks, one sees beneath a domain of forest tops 
tbat seem to heave and (all like billows of tbe deep. Tbe fauna 
appears bereft of all but a few hardy species, such as the horned 
owl, the striped squirrel, and the speckled trout, which find, for 
a wonder, a bounteous living; the first on Insignificant species, 
the second from the myriads of butternut trees, and the last 
among tbe delights of clear cold streams. 

After a night’s rest In the pure air, one feels as If he had slept 
In paradise and awoke In tbe world beneath, refreshed for a 
thousand years. The doubting Thomas baa but to try It for him¬ 
self. I have written somewhat on the Adirondack region In gen¬ 
eral. 

Early on tbe morning following arrival at tbe locality 
specified, I started out with pre-arranged fishing tackle, and a 
(arm lad attendant, to follow a small stream which seemed to be 
alive with frogs. 'The boy had a basket and was deputed to re¬ 
lieve the victim of tbe hook, “whack” Its head on convenient 
stone or log, cut It squarely in two at the base of the abdomen, 
jerk the skin from Its hindquarters, and pack them securely In 
the basket. All this Is tbe work of a moment, the skilled opera¬ 
tor being able to accomplish bis task readily In sixty seconds. 
Given a pond with an average number of frogs, and I can capture 
those within tbe radius of my line at tbe rate of one a minute, 
and the rest In short order. Now In this lies the fun; To dangle 
a frog In your attendant’s face at the rate of one a minute, so 
tbat he barely gets hie last victim In the basket before you have 
another. 

Let me describe my tackle. It consists of a plain pole ten feet 
long, line and book. Attached to tbe first Is a heavy Hue, which 
may be lengthened or drawn up at will. At the extremity of tbe 
line la a stout book,wlth others conveniently In the pocket to use 
as substitutes when needed. I prefer a hook two Inches long with 
a heavy barb. Thus equipped, I stand on the edge of a pond four 
or five rods square, and without bait can not only coax every frog 
within reach of my line, but will hook nearly every one of 
desirable size In tbe pond. A little explanation of tbe natural 
history of the frog will make every fisherman a convert, and put 
every lover of exciting sport and delicious food In the way of 
like ability. By practice one can soon become adept.

Of all animals the frog Is the easiest victimized. The Individ¬ 
ual who carefully drops a hook, covered with red flannel as bait, 
has neither knowledge of this fact or good taste. The staple 
food of the frog Is tbe common black fly. When one of these 
alights on Its mucilaginous nose, It contentedly snaps It off In¬ 
stead of sputtering and fuming like tbe ordinary Individual. It 
baa a partiality for the mosquito also, In spite of the fact tbat 
poets and mortals prefer to leave this predaceous Insect alone. 
Bo accustomed Is It to snap up these dark winged creatures tbat 
It has never a suspicion that the black book dropped conveniently 
near, la not a veritable spongy fly, full of fatness and frog’s de¬ 
light. Bo much, as a reason for the non-use of bait in this pe¬ 
culiar fishing. You simply take advantage of frogglsh greed to 
supply your palate. Indeed, tbe frog Is dull tempered, and will 
angrily snap at the line which tickles It. 

My attendant and self started out after a refreshing farm 
breakfast. A short distance from the house was a narrow stream, 
which found an origin far up In the mountains. It ran a short 
distance swiftly, by way of preparation, and turned a thousand 
somersaults over a little precipice, and anon a series of the same, 
to a calm, level pond below. These still-water places were not 
large, but frequent. They seemed to fairly abound with 
members o* the frog family. There were big brown fellows and 
little green ones. Borne were checkered like a Scotch gingham. 
Some had big heads and small bodies, and some were all body 

with little hf ads. One thing please do not forget, dear reader_ 

they all had hind legs, soft, sweet, and delicious. My uninitiated 
attendant had also a hook and line, determined to catch “enough 
fordlnuer,'’ while I was “foolin’ away my time” without bait. 

“ Thar, Mister, see that big fellow way out thar! That ere cad 
has been thar for years. Never could catch him. Dad says he’s 
the grandfather to all them frogs In that ere pond. Lor’, might 
as well try to take lightning In yer hat as tackle him.” 

I smiled. So did the old frog, watching operations from a 
safe distance. I gave’him just five minutes to ahullle off his 
parental-venerable coat, and accept an invitation to dinner. 
Gently but quickly my line flew In the vicinity of a near frog. 
He snapped at It as It lay across his nose. With a rapid move¬ 
ment I threw a loop around bis necl^and with sudden jerk the 
hook caught In Its flesh, the victim flow through the air, and was 
playfully slapped In the astonished attendant’s face. Frogs do 
not readily detect a rapid movement a few feet away, and as one 
after another of their companions disappear, they seem oblivious 
to the direction which the victims take, and are not scared. In 
rapid succession I secured four frogs, to the great wonder of my 
young companion, Jim. He jerked off the hindquarters In a 
furore of excitement, while his eyes seemed to distend to an un¬ 
natural size. Four minutes had passed. I bad hut one left to 
secure my prize, who bad dared to blink In defiance at our ap¬ 
proach. As I expected, be was attracted by the noise of the line 
falling on the water, and the sudden exit of the victims. Frogs 
In all directions began to hop up to see what was going on, he 
among tbe rest. In this. Is the key to successful frog fishing. 
The animals are at once attracted by such noise. Sometimes It 
Is necessary to slap the water continuously with the line, to bring 
the backward ones within reach. Just as herds of antelope are 
attracted by the flutter of a handkerchief within gun range, so 
curiosity is the destruction of the frog. In this lies the most ex¬ 
citing sport. 

The huge occupant of tbe middle ground during the four min¬ 
utes came up just within reach. In an instant the line shot 
through the sir. The hook fell a foot beyond his majesty, and 
the line across his neck. Bo sudden was It that he squirmed 
back to get a snap at his torturer. The move sealed his doom. 
A quick flap of the Hoe threw a loop around bis neck. There 
was a sudden, powerful jerk. The heavy hook caught him fairly 
through bis jaws. He almost uttered a scream of rage as be flew 
through tbe air, and angrily snapped at the scared Jim. He was 
speedily made fast, however, killed, and reserved as an enormous 
specimen of bis kind. I have taken the conceit out of a great 
many large frogs, but never did I And one of this size. 

Anticipating a long journey for a sulTIcleucy of game, I found 
that by eleven o’clock something over 300 animals were skinned, 
ready for use, and the house was barely a quarter of a mile 
away. After that, for a few days, I fished for frogs during the 
morning hours, and had the afternoons to ramble In. I cannot 
close this sketch without relating how frogs fight. Doubtless, 
nil do not battle alike. In early Spring I saw two Jump at each 
other like a pair of bantams, until finally the larger had the 
other's head In his mouth. The attempt to swallow the victim 
was too much, and both suffered death, one from too much pres¬ 
sure from the Inside outwardly, and ihe other vice versa. 

When troge return to a natural state from a Winter’s blbema- 
tion, they usually come out of the mud, abdomen up. They 
wriggle awhile In the warm sun and rain until a complete revival 
takes place, when they caper about In great hilarity. Their an¬ 
tics at this time are something to behold. No doubt they regain 
their voices during this exercise, for Immediately after they make 
the nights all the way from “peculiar” to hideous. 

Notk.— The writer lakes occasion to snv Ihst tbo life histories ol 
balrai'hlans Is almost sn unioiiched Held. The hahils of birds, mam- 
male, and some flsbss have been elaborated on for years. Any peculi¬ 
arities of the frog which may have been touched upon above are ihere- 
forc valuable, as they may be regarded a cunlribuilou to our knowledge 
of the rtt/iiifii , and as sur.b, however exlraordlnary they may seem, are 
accurale observations, which any iialuratist may easily verily 


The Science of Fish Culture. 

The artificial breeding of fish In this country when first pur¬ 
sued was of a somewhat complicated character, but, like all 
other Important pursuits In which perfection Is arrived at by 
aiming at simplicity. It Is now a process both inexpensive and 
easily carried out. In conversation with a late eminent fish cul- 
turlst be expressed himself to the present writer, that he was 
surprised that with tbe cry of agricultural distress throughout tbe 
length and breadth of tbe land, the farmers’ daughters did not 
direct their attention to a process tbat, with ordinary care, was 
sure to turn out a profitable success. One-third of tbe at¬ 
tention tbat Is often paid to the uncertain mechanical rearing of 
fowls would be quite sufficient to produce results which, In a 
commercial point of view, would always augment Income In the 
first year by tbe sale of the young fry. and every succeeding one 
considerably Increase tbe profits of the venture by the growth of 
the fish themselves. 

There Is scarcely a farm but what poasesses some water upon 
Its surface In the shape of rill, streamlet, river, lake, or pond, 
and which might bo utilized for trout, perch, or other marketa¬ 
ble fish. The great and Increasing demand (or trout at tbe 
present time, not only for the table, but for stocking streams 
for the pleasure of the anglers, is now so great that there exlsu 
every encouragement to enter Into this most Interesting branch 
of economic usefulness. 

We are cautioned by the most successful pisciculturist not to 
waste either time or money In the endeavor to hatch fish In 
boxes out of doors by the side of rivulets, etc. This must be 
done under shelter, and a shed, stable, or greenhouse, so long as 
water can be laid on, la all sufficient ns a supply (or such pur¬ 
pose; but the flow of water must run day and night, and enough 
to fill a half-inch pipe. 

The rearing boxes are the next thing to be considered. They 
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ckD be made either of elate or wood. Those at the Fleh Mueeum 
at South KenelDgtoD haviug undergone ao long and severe atrial, 
may be (airly taken as examples to follow. They are three feet 
(Inside) long, seven Inches (Inside) wide, and three Inchee and a 
((uarter (clear) deep Each box of these dimensions will carry 
from two to three thousand eggs. The boxes should be placed one 
above another, as If on the shelves of a greenhouse. In such a 
manner that the water runs from the tap the whole length of the 
top box, then falling Into the next at the reverse end, and so 
throughout the whole series, which should not for convenience 
exceed half a dozen. It will thus be seen that the flow of water 
will take a zig zag direction. The reason given (or not going 
beyond this number of boxes Is, that when It Is exceeded, and 
there are many fish In the upper troughs, those In the lower ones 
do not get sufScleut oxygen. 

Glass bars are sometimes used Instead of gravel (or the eggs 
to lie upon. This has certainly a much prettier appearance, but 
It Is found better to adhere as closely to nature as possible. The 
gravel should be about the size of peas, free from a taint of 
Iron, and well boiled to remove all fungoid elements or minute 
larvcB. It does not signify of what shape the gravel Is, as Its use 
In the box Is to keep the eggs steady, and assist the fry In hatch¬ 
ing out. Half an Inch deep of gravel In each box la quite sufH- 
dent. It is admitted, however, on all sides, that perforated zinc 
troughs are far better than either. 

A piece of perforated zinc should divide off about two Inches 
at the water-flow entrance of the box, to form a stop for any im¬ 
purities that may And entrance Into the stream. And similar 
pieces of zinc may be Inserted here sod there across the trough, 
to divide the eggs of different dates of Introduction. A wooden 
lid should cover each box, with a hole for the entrance of the 
water. This lld Is to exclude the light, as darkness Is necessary 
for the greater assurance of success. 

The troughs thus prepared, the eggs may be spread upon the 
gravel, the water turned on, and the whole (eft alone, excepting 
that each morning the lids should be removed one at a time, and 
the dead eggs carefully picked out. These dead eggs can be easily 
distinguished from the live ones. They assume a marble 
whiteness, and are quite opaque, the live ones being slightly pink, 
and semi-transparent. 

“ To show the elasticity as well as the toughness of the horn¬ 
like shells of the eggs,” suggesto Mr. Buckland, “drop one on 
the ground; It will bounce up like an India-rubber ball. It will 
also bear a considerable weight upon It. This Is a beautiful pro¬ 
vision to prevent the egg and Its delicate contents being crushed 
In the gravel nest. In which the parent fish deposit their eggs." 

Should frost come on cover the boxes and the supply pipe with 
sacking, straw, or any tolerably protective material; the cold will 
not affect the eggs; the danger Is that the water may cease to 
flow, and that would greatly endanger the process. 

Formerly, In the early stage of fish breeding, egga were diffi¬ 
cult to obUln. The parent fish had to be caught by a flsb 
breeder, who was Intimately acquainted with their habits, and 
this In tbe coldest season of tbe year, when the nets would be¬ 
come “ as stiff as wire flreguarda.” Then the operator had to 
determine whether the female fish was In a condition to part with 
hei eggs, and If so, tbe manipulation necessary should be carried 
on with every care, so that the parent flab might be returned un¬ 
injured to the water. Now, however, that flsb breeding has be¬ 
come a favorite pursuit, either (or proflt, or amusement with 
many, those who wish can obtain eggs all ready (or batching out 
from the various professional dealers and gentlemen who hatch 
as an amusement, and whose advertisements are constantly be¬ 
fore tbe public. 

Perhaps one of the best known estahliabments where fish cul¬ 
ture Is carried on in the present day, more, perhaps, (or the sake 
of scientific amusement than absolute profit. Is that In tbe hands 
of Mr. Charles Capel, of Foot’s Cray. This gentleman has 
doubtless spent large sums of money In the Improvement of his 
establishment, wllh Ihe result that Ito general working Is at the 
present time simply perfection. In artificial fleh batching one 
of the most Important matters Is a constant supply of pure wa¬ 
ter, free from fungoid or other Impurity. In this Mr. Capel Is 
singularly fortunate, for bis hatching houses being closely con¬ 
tiguous to the river Cray, he Is enabled by means of a very pow¬ 
erful pumping apparatus to force any desired qnantity of water 
Into the tanks supplying tbe breeding troughs. This water Is 
then very carefully filtered by means of apparatus supplied by 
Messrs. Lipscomb, of Queen Victoria street. 

Tbe hatching houses are models of order and neatness. Every¬ 
thing has Its special place, and would seem never to be out of It. 
Thus, In any emergency, there la no such thing as booting here, 
there, and everywhefe for some apeclally-deslred tool, or other 
needful appliance, because it Is never lost. Upon this system of 
thorough order much of Mr. Capel's success is, doubtless, based, 
and we can heartily congratulate him upon the possession of a 
splendid stock of ova and Infant fish. 

Perhaps one of tbe most Interesting features In the bouse is 
that of some seven or eight tanks tenanted by the first batch of 
the famous Glllaroo trout hatched In England. The ova from 
which these little fellows sprung were brought by Mr. Capel at 
considerable outlay and trouble from Lough Melvin. They are 
now fully an Inch and a quarter long, and marvels of health and 
activity. Spratt’s blseulte, ground Into very fine meal, form 
the chief support of these, as well as Fontlnalls and other trout 
fry, and Mr. Capel speaks In high praise of Its excellent quali¬ 
ties as a fish feeder. 

In other troughs wc saw an Immense quantity of fry spawned 
from very heavy parents residing In Hertfordshire waters. 
These flsb frequently reach eight pounds to ten pounds each, and 
are described as being of very peaceful disposition, while they 
Increase rapidly In weight under suitable conditions. In con¬ 
clusion, we are assured that In the case of gentlemen desiring to 
stock waters at present unprofitable and useless, they cannot do 
better than apply to Mr. Capel, who will be happy to afford them 
every Information and assistance .—BtWt Lift.

TsNNESSgx Fish Notes.— Nashville, Tenn .—SdUor Chicago 
Angling has met with less Interruption from tbe late 
Spring than have field sports, and many large creels have been 
made. Every stream In our state has fine flsb In It, and since 
the passage of the " fish law," traps, seines and nets have been 
taken from them, and In consequence the runs of fish up tbe trib¬ 
utaries of the principal rivers has been very large. With the 
hearty manuer In which the people have accepted tbe new law, 
and the number of protection associations being formed all over 
the state to enforce It, in lees than three years Tennessee will be 
tbe grandest fishing grounds In America. A gentleman caught 
a few days ago In White Oak. Humphrey’s county, eleven bass 
and jack,which aggregated flfty-slx pounds. George Seay creeled 
a superb lot In South Harpetb. In Turnbull, Harpetb, Stone, 
Elk, and Duck rivers. Ash were never more abundant. No signs 
of shad in tbe Cumberland this season, though several have been 
reported as taken In the Tennessee river. Tbe carp at the Asy¬ 
lum and other ponds whore they have been placed are reported as 
doing well, but my prediction Is that “carp culture," as now prac¬ 
ticed lu this state, will prove a (allure. The ponds are not prop¬ 
erly constructed, nor are the Ash cared lor as they should be. In 
tbe Asylum pond there are myriads of perch and turtles, which 
will destroy tbe eggs, and they have no means of draining the 
pond and finding out what progress tbe little strangers are 
making. There are a number In the pond, as boys have been 
known to go there and catch them. A hole with water In it Is 
not all that Is necessary to cultivate llsh, as time will prove to 
the experimenters. Climax. 

Notes. 

Coalville, Ia., May 18.—Coalville, on the Ues Moines river. 
Is I believe one of the best points In tbe Northwest, for black 
bass fishing, and Jack salmon sod pickerel are also caught in 
goodly quantities. It Is nothing uncommon to take bass weigh¬ 
ing six sod seven pounds; Jack salmon,twelve and fifteen pounds, 
and pike have been taken that weighed sixteen pounds, dressed. 
Tbe Des Moines, from what I have seen of It at this point, la one 
of the beat rivers In the West for game fish. Its general char¬ 
acteristics remind me vary much of the Eankakee in Illinois, 
one of tbe best bass rivers in that state. It has the same swift 
current, pure water, and rocky, gravelly bottom, and above all, 
the swift riffles and eddies, where bass are wont to congregate. 
If I have my health I anticipate some floe fishing this Summer, 
of which your readers will hear more anon. Tbe fishing, so far, 
has been good, owing to the river having been unusually high. 
At this point, and Fort Dodge, It carried away a portion of the 
dam, letting all fish below pass up stream, and gorging those re¬ 
maining with an abundance of all kinds of food. Rustic. 

CuAKLEsTON, III., May 19.—Messrs. Frederick Koderns and 
Homer Curd were at the Embarrass river. May 13, for a day’s 
angling, and caught twenty rock bass, one yellow bass, aid two 
catfish. Tbe same night Mr. William MeKee caught one catfish 
weighing twelve pounds, and several smaller ones. A twelve 
pound cat Is a very large fish to catch with a band line In the 
Embarrass river. One of our local papers bad a very large flab 
story In It May 12, aUtIng that a cat, weighing sixty-five pounds,, 
had been caught by one of our Charleston fishermen a few days 
previously. I have been fishing lu this river for twenty-five years, 
and during that period a nine pound cat fish and a six and one 
quarter pound yellow bass are tbe largest I could catch. Mr.

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The Oestraction of Buffaloes. 

Foht Maoinnis, Montana Tek. 

Editor Chicago Field: —In the Chicago Field of March 5, 
you make a protest against tbe murder (this ia tbe proper term) 
of soma 20,000 buffaloes, (or their hides only. In the vicinity of 
Miles City, Montana. As you are the first editor, to my knowl¬ 
edge, that has ever even mentioned this bloody business, I will 
give you some points of Interest relating thereto. You say over 
80,000 buffalo have been killed In that vicinity this season, 
and that 20,000 of them were killed lor their hides only. Now 
tbe (act la that fully 70,000 of these were killed for their bides 
only, and I doubt If the meat of even 10,000 was used lu any 
way; the tongues only are taken from thousands. And you do 
not seem to be aware that this state of affairs la now, and has 
been (or ten years or more, going on In Northern Texas, New 
Mexico, the Indian Territory, Kauaas, Colorado, Wyoming and 
Dakota, in still larger proportions than In Montana, where the 
accursed traffic bat been in operation only about two years. You 
mention tbst the laws of .Montana forbid the destruction of bnf- 
faloes for their bides, aud as I have hod the honor of laboring 
there a series of years to secure this and other legislation for tbe 
protection of our once abundant game of all kinds, 1 will explain 
to you the true stale of the matter. 

Our game laws, and fish laws, as well, are good enough, but we 
find It, as Is tbe case seemingly In tbe States, difficult to secure 
their enforcement, except by the formation of clubs. This Is 
what we are now doing In the several counties, and tbe result Is, 
that tbe law Is respected to a reasonable extent In those that are 
tolerably well populated; but to at all appreciate the situation 
you will have to bear In mind that each of our counties Is large 
enough (or a (alr-sized state, and they are only peopled In spots, 
and one county, Dawson, not at all. Tbe buffaloes are found, at 
some seasons, to five counties, Dawson, Cboteau, Meagher, Cus¬ 
ter, and Gallatin; that la, the buffaloes of tbe great plains. Into 
which plains tbe eastern portion of these counties extends. There 
are also a few mountain buffaloes Inbablting tbe densely wooded 
mountain portions of Deer Lodge, Lewis, Clarke, and Jefferson 
counties, and these are strictly protected by law for five years. 

Now about the wanton slaughter of tbe buffalo. This territory 
Is cursed with many large Indian reservations, set apart for the 
Crows, Asslnlbolnes, Qros Ventres, Plegans, Pen’d’ Orellles, and 
Flatheads, who are all supposed to be taught tbe arts of agricul¬ 
ture, and cheating In a horse trade by tbe many estimable, va¬ 
riously rellgloned gentlemen detailed by tbe government for that 
purpose. But In point of fact they are scarcely one-quarter fed, 
one-eigbtb clothed, sod not taught at all, because their “native’’ 
talent was such that they could out-lle and out-steal the whites 
from tbe start, and therefore had nothing to learn. And strange 
and uuaccountable as It may seem. In view of tbe fact that the 
choicest portions of Montaua are set apart for their reservations, 
and otterly tabooed to the whites, yet these Indians have always 
been allowed to leave their Immense reservations, and roam at 
will over every part of the territory, to the serious Injury of the 


settlers, and the equally serious demoralization of the Indians, who. 
In their travels, manage to secure from equally rambllug and no¬ 
madic traders, an abundance of “ sheep-herders’ delight," which 
Is composed of alcohol, cayenne pepper and tobacco juice, and two 
gallons of which would breed a full-sized riot In tbe Quakerest 
part of Quaker Philadelphia. 

These Indians make a buetness (between drunks), of killing 
buffaloes, elks, black and white-tailed deer, and antelopes by the 
thousand, consuming only a small portion of the excellent meat, 
and trading the bides for whisky, and also (or ammunition with 
which to continue tbe slaughter. Tbe civil authorities are. In 
these thinly settled border counties, entirely unable to enforce 
the game laws against whole villages of lodlans, the white men's 
booses being from ten to fifty miles apart,wllh Indians murdering 
tbe game between. If these Insolent, thieving Indians were made 
to stay on their reservations where they belong, the white men 
would at once enforce tbe game law among themselves, but so 
long as government allows Its pet Indians to move at will 
through tbe country, slaughtering tbe game, no white mao will 
Inform and testify against other white men; for we believe a 
white man Is as good as an Indian, notwithstanding the efforts 
and opinions of those silly but rich old women of both mcxci, In 
In tbe States, whose ancestors, having exterminated tbe superior 
races of Indians that once owned tbe Eastern States, think now 
that by way of compensation the Indians here should be allowed 
to kill tbe cattle, steal tbe horses, and very often murder the 
pioneers who are undergoing all the hardships and perils (and 
they are many) Incident to a frontier life, while opening up and 
reclaiming for civilization this magnificent region. Again, many 
settlers say, the sooner all tbe game Is killed, the sooner we will 
be rid of these Indians, who now also kill many of their cattle, 
and whose multitude of doge Incessantly chase and worry them, 
killing many of tbe calves, and these same wards of tbe govern¬ 
ment will steal horses on every occasion that presents Itself. 
The writer Is engaged In cattle-ralslug, which busluess requires 
many horses, and for nine months last past It has been necessary 
to keep an armed guard with tbe horses while grazing In tbe day¬ 
time, and to put them In Indian proof corrals at night, which Is 
annoying as well as expensive. 

But I digress; It would take columns to do justice to tbe sub¬ 
ject. One must live long upon tbe frontier to fully comprehend 
the Infernal fully and humbug, as well as consummate stupidity, 
that characterizes our Indian policy.

Capture of a Rhinoceros. 

A correspondent of our English ootemporary, Aanil and tVdler, 
writing from Calcutta, concerning the capture of a rhinoceros (or 
tbe zoological gardens In that city, says: 

I think It would be a pity that tbe story should not be told of 
tbe manner In which our new young rhinoceros was caught. 
When our old rhinoceros died, about (our months ago, I wrote 
to all the neighboring princes and powers having rblnoceros In 
their jungles, asking them to try and catch a new rblnoceros (or 
us, sod I have a fair collection of promises of tbe best Intentions 
on tbe part of many great and good men to catch a rhinoceros for 
us this cold weather. But I luckily also wrote to an old native 
friend named Seyd Typmul All, who was a police officer under 
me In Chittagong thirty-five years ago, and Is now a deputy mag¬ 
istrate of high rank stationed In the district of Bsekergunge, ad¬ 
joining the Sunderbrun, In which a few rhinoceros are still to be 
found. My old friend kindly undertook the task, and having 
found a suitable agent In one Ramjan All, a hardy and Intelli¬ 
gent man from Chittagong, Ramjan All was dispatched In a boat 
Into the Sunderbrun, about three moutba ago, with four native 
huntsmen accustom^ to kill tigers and rhinoceros In that Inhos¬ 
pitable region of swamp and jungle. In the course of time they 
shot three rhinoceros, tbe last of which was a female with a young 
one about eighteen months old (so far as 1 can guess). When 
the mother was shot the young one would not leave Its mother’s 
body, and the men think they might have easily caught It tbe 
first day; but they thought It was too big to be caught by hand, 
so they dug pitfalls In convenient places near tbe mother’s body, 
and (or some days tried without success, to drive tbe young ani¬ 
mal Into a pitfall. At last they managed to find tbe young one 
on the side of a tidal ditch, full of rich soft mud. Into which 
they pushed or drove It, and as It was struggling In the deep mud, 
one of the huntsmen plucklly jumped on Its back and held on by 
Its ears, whilst tbe others hustled It until a rope was got to se¬ 
cure tbs captive, after which be was safely conveyed on 
board the boat and brought to Calcutta, where he now 
adorns our Zoo. I have said that be seems to be about 
eighteen months old. He stands nearly three feet bigh, and 
from tbe end of bis snout to the tip of bis tail he must be six 
feet long. I am sorry that I have not taken tbe exact measure¬ 
ments, but I should miss this mall If I sent to take them. His 
body Is as big round as that of a Shetland pony ten hands high. 
In fact, when you see him you cannot help feeling that the only 
way to catch him was to jump on bis back and lay bold of bis 
large projecting ears. I tell you tbe tale as It was told to me by 
tbe man Ramjan All, who brought tbe rblnoceros straight to me. 
when, of course, I asked.blm to tell me bow they bad contrived 
to catch such a big animal. You may be sure that Ramjan All 
bad never beard of Waterloo’s performance on tbe cayman, far 
leas could that story have reached the native huntsman who bad 
the plock to jump on the beast’s back. 

We have now bad tbe young rhinoceros at our Zoo for about 
three weeks, and I can only describe him as ao “ awfully jolly 
little beast.” He Is quite quiet, and allows blmself to bo han¬ 
dled, whilst bis appetite for plantains knows no limit. He never 
got plantains In the Sunderbrun, where he was raised. He still 
drinks milk, and was evidently still being suckled by the mother 
when the mother wah killed. It It most amusing to hear him 
talk, for be utters a whole string of loud and discordant noises, 
much more approaching to speech than anything uttered by any 
other four-footed animal, barring, perhaps, the braying of a ^on- 
key, though that Is in altogether a different line. When our lit¬ 
tle fellow sees a friend approach tbe gate of bis prison, bo comes 
forward and begins to talk. I can almost Identify tbe sounds by 
which be says “ plantains." They are not Bengali or Sanskrit, 
or any other native language I have learnt. Our learned secre¬ 
tary, Mr. Scbwendler has tried to reduce the language to Ger¬ 
man, but tbe rhinoceros clearly does not understand German. 
Mr. ScbwendlerJs, however. Indefatigable in bis observations, 
aud Is taking notes from which be hopes eventually to evolve a 
written language for tbe greater edlflcation of the students of 
philology. Meanwhile, my great hope end desire are that the 
young rhinoceros may live healthily and happily to tbe lasting 
honor of my old friend, Seyd Typmul All, to whom we are In¬ 
debted (or this most welcome contribution to our Zoo.

A pure 
Lloweilln setter has only tbe blood of Field's Dnke and Ststter'e 
Rboebe crossed to Ibe Laverack, or of ooe of these two crossed to the 
Laverack, or of Duke and Rboebe alooe. LlewoUiD'e Dan was b/ Duke 
OQl of Rboebe, aod le an example of the latter branch. Rob Roy was 


Rboebe aod waa an example of the 
middle class. Druid was by tbe Laverack dog Prince,oat of Dora.a Duke 
aod Rtaoebb bitch, and la an example of the flrst class. Tbe Llewellln 
seller la identical in breeding with tbe field trial setters, but by Mr 
LlowelUn's skill lu breeding bis dogs, are a great improvement upon 
the field trial setters. Neither a LlewolHu nor a field iriol seller can 
have any other blood than that named above. 2 . Rboebe wae bv 
Hackels Hake, 1408, out of Blatter'a Psyche, 1537.

S. T., Darwin, Ind.—My seller puppy, seven weeks old. Is affected 
with weak knee joints, so tW when walking they will bend forward 
and bo will fall on bis nose. Wbeo first getting up he can walk pretiv 
well, but takes bat a few steps without railing. His nose is cool and 
, moist, eyes clear, appetite moderate, and he appears lively. He has 
been very fat, but has lost some flesh. When he ells ap hla legs shako, 
as if from col<L and when 1 pick him up he appears to be sore through 
his chest aod belly. He has suckled the bitch all the time, aud J feared 
she bad eaten Paris green or other poison, as she drank a great deal of 
water when It was handy. She appeared Mckat limes, and then belter. 
A worm aboot eight loches long came from her, and also one whlchaWheo 
stretched out, wae about one loch long, but would draw up lo one ouar- 
Ur ol an inch. I gave her a dose of oil, and she seems well now 
Please advise me what to do for one or both. Ans.—The puppy's legs 
need support; bandage them v\lih pasteboard splints, one ou each 
side, and one behind oo each leg, from the feet to above the knees let 
them reach to the ground so as to suiiport the ankUs Give him a 
teaspoonful of compound elixir of phosphates with callsaya mornlog 
and night, aud feed some oat meal mush evi-ry day. Give the bitch a 
dram of areca nut. and two or three hours after give her a tahlesuoooful 
of castor oil with ten drops of turpentine in it. 

C. F. W., Mcrrlmac, Mass.—Please advise me what lo do for ray set¬ 
ter bitch, eight raoDibs old. Her left eye Is badly ewolleu, the haw red 
and iDflaraed; cheek swollen up; mouth so bad (bat she cannot eat or 
open it: breath smells a nuio badly hut not much; chops ewolleo uu 
and all loose; nose bot and dry; inside of lips and gums turning 
black, and when she tries to eat, she holds her head way over on one 
side. 1 have examined her mouth and ear ihoro-ighly, but can find 
nothing except as above described. Sho was afliicied the ssme way 
about inrec weeks ago, but to all appearance got well without my do¬ 
ing anything for her. Ans.—With scarcely a doubt the whole trouble 
is due to a decayed tooth, (hat Is forming an abscess on the bottom of 
tbe fang; it may be the long canios tooth, or one of the molars. Open 
the mouth and examine the teeth, take a pair of forceps aud catch hold 
of each tooth separately, and shake it hard enough to determine 
whi ther it Is Bound or not, and you will be able to uetormlno readily 
tbesoreone. Extract it. If you can't find which it is. apply a hou 
poultice or mustard paste, to the cheek, and rub tbe gums wUu laud^ 
Dura once an hour, llicn wbeo the swelling subsides, you may be aide 
to fled it, persevere till you do. for it is certainly there, uud in the iiu- 
per row loo. 

8. P., Chicago, Ohio.—I have an Italian greyhound bitch, which will 
have puppies about May 19. What Is the best fw>d for her until they 
are weaned? Ans.—You want to feed lightly for two or three days 
beef lea, bread nnd milk, oat meol mush, etc., but when all signs or 
danger of fever following whelping Is over, you want to feed Hberallv 
enough to keep her In good strong condition; If she is nursing three or 
more puppies she will require suniu meat every day, cook it with vege¬ 
tables and meal, oat aod corn, changing occasionally from one lo the 
other. »he needs liberal feeding to supply the drain upon the system 
produced Ijy the niiik- If she loses her appellte or falls off in flesh and 
milk, give her a touic of the elixir ofcalisayu bark. Iron aud bismuth a 
teaspoonfui three times a day. Shu needs to be fed three Ilmen a day 
the quaotiiy rrgolaied by her size aud condition. Read the article iii 
this issue, enllued Principles of Feeding, by Prof. Auhert. 

J. B.T., Chicago, III,—I havea pointer bitch about two years old that 
has some kind of disease, which I think is distemper, but { do not 
know it. Her actions are that of a dog gagglog and trying to vomit 
aneexing, and her eyes constantly full or mailer, and arc closed tight 
every morulDg with tbu matter. From the description I have given 
you can you tell me what is the mailer with her, and whnt I can do for 
her? Ans.-lt is distemper; give hera teaspoonfuliif ihelollowin>»mix¬ 
ture, every three hours, till she is belter, ihen drop off looue every four 
or six hours: Take of elixir callsaya, iron and bismuth, two ounces- 
llnclnre of aconite poot.tblriy drops; spirits of Dltre,two drams; si mole 
syrup, one ounce, and water lo make lour ounces; mix Feed ou beef 
lua, raw eggs, mush and milk, etc., no meal for a few days. Keep her 
dry and comfortable. If she does not gel ou well cousuli a quallfled 
Veterinary surgeon. 

W. L. W , Natchez, Ml 0 #.-My setter puppy si.x monibs old, has a 
hard, round lump on the back part of the upper joint of her fore leg 
about the size of a ben's egg. li Is very hard but seems to give ber uo 

E ain. It resembles somewhat the lump called wcdh f I think) which 1 
ave seen on mules. Can you tell me what It Is aud how to remove it? 
Ads.- -It is a tumor on Ibe elbow from lying ou it ou tbe hard floor* it 
Is (he same as shoe boils uo horses; ent down into it, aod If there Is no 
suck in the center dissect the whole lump, and as carefully as itoesihle 
bcdD4carerul not lo wound ibe joint, bni If thert; is a sack. Inject a solu¬ 
tion of carbolic acid, one to thirty of water, twice a day; make the 
opunlog large so you can introduce your finger inio the suck. 

W. P. D. A 8 ., Kansas City, Mo.—My setter btlcb, lemon tiDd while, 

was served by a liver aud white dog, and ibe produce were all marked 
black and while. Is not this a mistake or strange freak of nature. 
Aos.—No. Black, liver and lemon are all common seller colors, ami if 
Tou can trace the aoceslry of jour dogs, you will probably find black 
largely predumloatto^ iu some of them. Had they lK>en hrindlc or 
fawn color, it would iTiavc been a strange freak of nature, providing 
they Were purely bred setters. 

O. M . Jacksonville, HI. My bitch Is very poor In fl» ah, nud, though 
we give her everything we ihiak she would like, bao • o appetlie She 
Is not real sick, but 1 esDout see why she does not flesh up. 1 fear that 
she win not eat enough to enable ber to raise ber puppies She has 
always been this way.
